The teredo is the most destructive 
marine anim al we have. 
It outers the 
submerged part of the p ilin g of wharves 
or railroad trestle.- and bore* into the 
interior. W hen it penetrates the surface 
of the wood it i- al out the size of a pin, 
but increase- in size, alw ays lengthen­ 
ing, but never leaving any part of the 
hole it bores un til if- fu ll mission is 
accomplished. 
In this w ay it stretches 
from tin* original pin hole entrance far 
into the interior of the wood and swells 
in size to th* 
diam eter ()f a ]arg(. j(,af] 
pencil. 
A t the big end are the cutters, 
two clam shells that rotate from side to 
, id** and cut a smooth, round hole. The 
worm sometimes attains the length of 
ten inches. 
Hundreds of such worm s attack the 
exposed w< od at the same tim e, and in 
a short tim e honeycomb it. 
However 
numerous the}* are, they never interfere 
w ith oik 
another, and no instance is 
found where one borer has cut into or 
crossed 
the 
b 
mg of 
his neighbor, 
though the partitions left between the 
borings are sometimes no thicker than 
a sheet of paper. Another p e c u lia r ity is 
that as the places of entrance arc no 
larger than pin heads and the worms re­ 
main and do their grow ing inside, 1h«* 
wood m ay he almost entirely consumed 
inside, yet the surface appears sound 
and unaffected. 
Suddenly, w ithout the 
slightest w arning, th** wooden pil* gives 
w ay and its fellow s follow in sh* rt or­ 
der, and the w h arf w hich appeared sub­ 
stantial is w h o lly ruined. 


To combat the teredo m any expedients 
have been resorted to. One is to sheathe 
the piling in copper. Another is to cover 
the surface of the wood w ith broad 
headed 
tacks— the 
rust 
from which 
spreads so as f<> discourage the teredo’s 
operations. 
S t ill another method is to 
boil th<* w’ood in creosote under heavy 
steam pressure, so that the creosote sat­ 
urates the fibers of the wood. 
A ll these methods are eflicacious, and 
the creosote process is used w ith perfect 
success in w h arf and trestle building 
all along the g u lf coast. 
Its cost is the 
chief drawback, a single Htick of creo­ 
sote tim ber costing sometimes as much 
as $50 — M obile Register.

York, the favorite argum ent of the sil­ 
ver men, that the price of wheat fell 
w ith that of silver, is demolished. The 
document says 
that the 
silver 
men 
have made much capital out 
of 
the 
statem ent, circulated 
everyw here by 
their w riters, that the prices of wheat 
and silver began to fall in 1873— when 
the gold standard was adopted by this 
country 
and have fallen continuously 
ever since; and they have stated pos­ 
itively i hat th*; price of silver dragged 
the price of wheat down w ith it, step 
by step. 
Th is claim of the silver men, 
m anufactured w ithout scruple to gain 
the ear of the farm er, is in every re­ 
spect false and unw arranted. 
Reference to th«* files 0i the Chicago 
stock m arket w ill show that wheat in­ 
stead of beginning to fall in price in 
1878 did not commence to la li until 1893, 
on the con trary , in 1882 it was several 
points higher than in 1874-75 and 1879, 
and in 18.81 it was high<;r than it had 
been at any tim e during the previous 
ten years, w ith one exception. 
D u r­ 
ing the same period, when wheat was 
keeping up its price anil frequently ris­ 
ing, silver fell more than 12 per cent., 
thus show ing that there was no cun- 
nee t ion between the two. 
D uring me crisis of 1884-5 wheat 
fell considerably, there being a drop of 


2U per cent, in it as com pared w ith a 
fall of 5 per cent, in silver. 
O m itting exceptional years like that 
of the H utchinson wheat corner, wttieat 
went up to som ewhat higher averages 
u n til 1889, w hile silver was 
steadily 
going downwards. 
In 1890 silver rose 
14 per cent, by reason of the govern­ 
m ent’s large purchase of silver bullion, 
w h ile w heat rem ained stationary. The 
follow ing year silver 
fell 8 per cent, 
w hile wheat rose II per cent. In 1892 
w heat was about the same price as it 
was in 1884, w hile silver was very much 
lower than it had been at th at time. 
These figures proved beyond all doubt 
that there is no sym pathetic m ovem ent 
between the two articles, but that the 
results shown in their respective m ove­ 
ments were due to causes w hich a f­ 
fected each separately, and were w ith ­ 
out connection the one w ith the other. 
B earin g d irectly upon tins point, Mr. 
C. L. W illits of G alva, Ills., sends to 
the bureau of literatu re of the Repub­ 
lican state central com m ittee the fol­ 
low ing com putation of the range of 
prices of grain for a series of years, 
taken from the report of the Chicago 
grain and produce inspector. 
The fig­ 
ures effectually silence tin* howl that 
the so-called “ crim e of 1873” affected 
the prices of produce;

make silver the sole standard of value 
for a ll debts and credits, for the wages 
of labor and the purchase and sale of 
property. 
The Dem ocratic party at its 
recent convention at Chicago adopted a 
resolution in favor of the free coinage 
of silver at the ratio of 16 parts of s il­ 
ver to 1 of gold. 
W e know that in the 
Ln ite d States and in all countries in 
the w orld 8 0 ounces or more of silver 
can he purchased by 1 ounce of gold. 
W ith the free coinage of silver gold w ill 
be demonetized. 
N oth ing can be more 
certain than that the cheaper money 
only w ill circulate. 
The 
U n ited 
States 
has 
thus 
far 
m aintained its silver coins at p arity 
w ith gold coins only by lim itin g the 
amount, but w ith free coinage of silver 
there could be no lim itatio n. 
S ilv e r 
b ullion in every form w ill be pressed 
upon the mints, and, w ith the m andatory 
duty of free coinage, silver dollars w ill 
soon fill the channels of circu latio n and 
the gold dollar w ill be hoarded or w ill 
be quoted and sold as a com m odity at 
about 194 cents of the silver coin. 
S il­ 
ver w ill stand as the par value, and gold 
w ill be quoted at its com m ercial value. 
L e t us contem plate for aw h ile the 
in evitab le result of the free coinage of 
silver. 
It would violate every contract 
for the paym ent of money made sinco 
Ja n . 
1, 
1879. 
The 
resum ption 
act 
w h ich w ent into operation on that day 
provided for the paym ent in coin on de­ 
mand of all U nited States notes present­ 
ed for redemption. A ll forms of money, 
w hether of silver or gold or paper, w ere 
then m aintained at par w ith each other 
and have been so m aintained ever since. 
D uring a ll this period gold and silver 
coins at par w ith each oth«*r have been 
the standards of value of all loans, con­ 
tracts or purchases, and the faith of the 
U nited States was pledged for their 
m aintenance ut p arity w ith each other. 
A lth ou g h silver bullion declini d in 
m arket value the coins made from it 
have been kept at par w ith gold coins 
at the legal ratio of 16 to 1. 
B u t if the 
free coinage of silver is authorized, then 
the m arket value of silver bullion be­ 
comes the standard for paym ents on all 
contracts made in the past, present or the 
future. 
Fo u r hundred and tw elve and 
one-half grains of standard siiver bul­ 
lion, worth now 53 cents, can w ith free 
coinage be coined into a d ollar upon the 
demand of any holder of such bullion. 
This dollar is delivered to the ow ner of 
the bullion and is not supported by the 
fiat of the government. The governm ent 
does not undertake to m aintain its rela- 
t. e vaiuo w ith gold. 
The governm ent 
stamps it “ Th is is ix d o lla r.” 
Its pur­ 
chasing power is 58 cents, but its debt 
paying power is $1. 
It is to be a legal 
tender for $1 of debt, but in the pur­ 
chase of any article it is only w orth 53 
cents, for the seller of the article can 
fix his price according to the kind of 
money offered. 
Dr« a t In ju ry to C’r«'<litorH. 
W hen we consider the great am ount 
of debt and credit that is unavoidable 
in a vast but new country like ours, we 
n atu rally shrink from any measure that 
w ill either rob the lender or do in ju s­ 
tice to the borrower. It is impossible to 
estimate the wrong and injustice that 
w ill be done to creditors by the scaling 
of nearly one-half of debts due them. 
The very threat to do it w ill lead to the 
prompt and harsh collection of dt bts 
before free coinage can become a law . I 
am advised that already dt bts 
that 
would have remained uncalled for have, 
in fear of such a law , been enforced. 
It is certain that before a free Coin­ 
age b ill can become a law the w ide dis­ 
trust caused by tin* pending of such a 
measure w ill lead to the rapid collection 
of debts, th«* sacrifice of property and 
deepen 
existing 
financial 
ditticulties 
grow ing out of insufficient revenues for 
the national as w e ll as for m any state 
governments. 
The 
free 
coinage 
of 
silver 
w ill 
greatly in ju re the depositors in savings 
institutions and kincln d organizations, 
who, 
according 
to 
official 
statistics, 
number nearly 5,000,000 people, and 
whose deposits am ount to more than 
$1,800,000,000. 
W ill j'ou cheat them 
by reducing the value and purchasing 
power of the dollars they have deposited? 
F ii e 
coinage 
w ill 
also 
w ipe 
out 
nearly cue-half the value of life in sur­ 
ance w hich 
provident people 
of the 
U nited States have paid to secure, in 
case of their death, some support and 
protection to w ife and children. It w ill 
affect 
in ju rio usly 
the 
m ultitude 
of 
clerks and employees who depend upon 
m onthly pay ami w ill reduce the ] ur- 
chasing po\v* r of all salaries of officers 
and employees in th** public service of 
the L mted «States and of every stare, 
county, city or township in tins broad 
land.

One of the most wonderful of tho i 
many feats performed by Hindoo jug­ 
glers is the egg dance. Usually it is ex­ 
ecuted by a girl, fantastically dressed. | 
She makes use of the willow wheel, 
around which at equal distances are 
threads, and at the end of each thread 
there is a noose, held open by a bead. 
This wheel the girl places on her 
head, while she carries a basket of eggs 
on her arm. When thenm sic strikes up, 
she begins to dance, and the wheel be­ 
gins to spin around.

This is 
worth remembering when the use of 
wheels of this type is being considered 
for three or four wheeled vehicles, where 
the conditions are essentially different, 
and where, in turning corners rapidly,
